NE. interesting feature of 

the Geneva discussions ia 
that they have not rigidly 
followed the pattern of | 
recent conferences between | 
the West and Seviet Russia. 
On alls the four-power 
meetings on Germany and 
other European problems, 
Soviet obstructloniam — tm- 
posed an atmosphere of 
sterile formaliam and un- 
reallty. At Geneva it is 
noliceable there has been a 
greater sense of realism: 
and the two opposing sides 
appear to have come some- 
what nearer to grappling 
with the practical Issues 
involved, One noticeable 
development in the early 
atngos of the Geneva mect- 
{nga was that Communist 
Chinn's claim to identical 
atatua with its four Inviting 
powers wad not allowed to: 
hold up the talks dealing 
etther with Koren or Indo- 
China. Nevertheless, this 
atill left n vital task to be 
accomplished --the con. 
ference had to be Jed beyond 
the stnge of net speeches 
delivered, on the Communist 
aide, dargely for the 
purposes of — propaganda 
directed towards Asian 
opinion. It had to be steered 
towards genuine negotin- 
flong, conducted In Jessa un- 
productive forma, und it 
has been Mr Anthony Eden 
who has played the 
principal part in guiding 
the conference in this direc. 
tlon, His method has been 
to define points at which 
there was a measure of 
agreement between ¢he two 
sides. and to try to extend 
areas of agreement by seek- 
ing greater clarity wherever 
there has been vaguengsa.on\ 
obscurity, or wherever, 
either side has hinted at the 
possibility of voncession, 
he procedure his not pro. 
duced rapid results, but it 
has kept the conference 
alive,

aim, Making his first formal 
speech oon the Korean 
question he pointed out that 
although =the Communist 
proposals were unacceptable, 
there waa, nevertheless, 
agreement on many points:

The California Highway 
Patrol, refused to release more 
ectails, Crosby was sent to 
hospital with contusions of the 
right knee, Attendants at 
O'Connor Hospital here de- 
clined to let the press talk to 
Crosby, whose condition was 
reported os “good”, Nurses on 
his floor sald, however, that he 
would not be discharged today, 

Dead was Fellx Oliveres, 24, 
of Sgnta Clara, a small college 
suburb of San Jose. 

Also sent to hospital were 
Jesus Hernandez, 30, driver of 
the second car, and three other 
Passengers of the Hermandez 
car, Oliveres was riding in tho

US Promise

Washington, May 24. 

The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Mr Ezra Benson, said 
today jhe United States 
was not going to disrupt 
world prices by dumping its 
surplus commodities and 
surphis dairy products on 
world markets, 

Mr Benson told a press cot 
ference there was nothing re- 
vuludionory ino the Agriculture 
Department's TOR TUNIMEH to 
offor its surplus commodities 
and dairy preducts at prices 
competitive with world) prices. 

The United States, Mr Benson 
sind, expected tu malice some 
gales, But the sites would be 
gradual, be added. “The Agri- 
culture Department's polley fs 
not to disrupt world prices and 
world markets.” 

Mr Benson said that the 
ngricultural missions sent abroad 
last month were winding up 
thelr tours of Europe, the Far 
Enst und South Amerien and 
were scheduled to return on the 
Arst of June, 

In progress reports to the 
Department, he sald these mis- 
sions reported that there was a 
market abroad for United States 
commodities and dalry products. 

NOT OVERNIGHT 

Uniled States was

The sales would come about 
yradually, Mr Benson sald.

He has a standard — founda- 
thon for Coquiiles St ducques, 
Just what you and [ would use, 
but he adds “everything and 
anything” (his words) to the 
scallops, Which means shrimps, 
mussels, tomatoes, or anything 
avallable which “works in.” 


Lord Sempii is another man 
interested in food, At one time 
he cooked all his own meals but,

The meat, 
brains and = sliced = tongue are 
then layered in a terring ° A 
ttle of the reduced stock is 
poured on top and left to set 
Into a delicious sort of potted 
head. 


HIS BREAD 


Lord Semplll'’s personal cook- 
ing, nowadays, [ts done In his 
home In Scotland, where he has 
converted a dungeon into a 
kitchen. There, on oa coale 
burning cooker, he makes his 
famous all-wheut bread, First, 
he likes to grow his own wheat 
ad yrind it dn his little stona 
grinder, blowing off excess 
husk. 

For Slb, of this “whole berry" 
four, he allows two ounces of 
yeast, two pints of buttermilk, a 
HtQe salt and oa hte Barbados 
(dark) sugar, He. bakes the 
loaves in 1b, (ins for Afty 
minutes, starting at about 400 
dexrees Fahr, 


He mnokes oat-cokes, too, and 
here Tomust give him credit for 
thinldng up a very good trick, 
He rally outcthe calees, very thin, 
Indeed, on the phrdle (griddle)
